ing th e G overnm ent o f' th e U nited States. T he

w b at am o u n t or e x te n t, ill an y o th er railro ad , 
steam ship, telegraph, express, m ining, con­ 
struction o r o th e r business com pany or corpora­ 
tion, an d w ith w hich an y agreem ents, u n d er­ 
tak in g s or leases have been m ade or e n te re d 
into. 
T nero are over one h u u d re d officers, 
p rincipal au d m inor, of th e C entral Pacific R ail­ 
road C om pany, and nearly five th o u san d em ­ 
ployes. 
It is no t unreasonable to suppose th a t 
a large proportion of these h av e som e 
in ­ 
terest as stockholders or otherw ise iu som o 
o th e r com pany o r corporation w ith 
w hich 
th c railw ay com pany m ay have an ag reem en t 
o f som e k in d : an d it would be difficult to state 
th e e x te n t to w hich th c explorations o f th e 
C om m ission into t h e p riv a te affairs ol these p e r­ 
sons m ay not go, if th e m an d ate of th e A ct 
could be fully carried out. 
But iu acco rd an ce 
w ith th c p rin cip les declared iu K ilbourn vs. 
T hom pson, a n d tn e eq u ally im p o rtan t d o ctrin es 
announced in Boyd vs. T he U nite 1 states, th e 
Com m ission is lim ited in its in q u iries luto th e 
interest* o f th ese D irectors, officers a n d em ­ 
ployes in any o th er business, com pany o r cor­ 
poration to su ch m atters as th ese person» m ay 
choose to disclose. T hey can n o t be com pelled 
to open th e ir hooks an d expose such o th er busi­ 
ness to th e inspection and ex am in atio n o f the» 
Com m ission. They w ere not prohibited from

an d m an ag em en t o f o th e r railroads, as th e 
p la n tin g o f vines o r raisin g o f fruit, iu w h ic h 
som e o f these D irectors an d officers a n d em ­ 
ployes have been, iu fact, engaged.

arc e n title d lo te e sam e protection an d ex em p ­ 
tio n from in q u isito rial investigation into su ch 
business as an y o th e r citizen engaged iu lik e 
business. 
W ith reference to th e vouchers resp ectin g 
w h ich th e p rin cip al in terro g ato ries are pro­ 
pounded an d to w hich we are asked to com pel

Be th a t 
as it m ay, th e fe d e ra l Courts cannot,’ upon th a t 
concession, aid th e Com m ission in ascertain in g 
how th e m oneys w ere expended.

T he A ct o f Congress creatin g th e R ailw ay 
Com m ission iu tei m s provides, as already stuled, 
th a t it m ay invoke th e aid of an y C ircuit o r 
D istrict C ourt to req u ire thc atten d an ce ol w it­ 
nesses a n d th e pro d u ctio n of books, papors a n d 
docum ents reflating to th e subject of iu q tn r j; a u d 
em pow ers th e Court, iu ease ot contum acy or re- 
tusals o f persons to obey subpena» to them , to is­ 
sue orders requesting them to ap p ear before itie 
C om m issioners, o r e ith e r o f them , an d p ro d u ce 
th e books an d paper» ordered, an d give ev id en ce 
to u ch in g the m atters in questions, a n d to p u u ish 
disobedience to its orders, an d does n it a p p e a r 
to leave any discretion in th e m atter w ith th e 
Court. 
It w ould seem as tho u g h Congress in ­ 
ten d ed th a t th e C ourt should m ake th e o rd ers 
sought upon th e m ere request o f th e C om m ission­ 
ers, w ith o u t regard to th c n atu re o f th e in q u iry . 
It is difficult tobeiieve th a t it could have in ten d ed 
th a t th e C ourt should th u s he th e m ere ex ecu ­ 
to r o f th e C om m issioners’ w ill. A nd yet, il th e 
C om m issioners are no t bound, as they h av e 
asserted, by any rules ol evidence in th e ir in ­ 
vestigations, au d m ay receive hearsay, e x p a rte -—.- 
statem ents, a n d inform ation o f every c h a ra c te r 
tb a t m ay be brought to th e ir atten tio n , a u d th e 
Court is to aid th em iu th is m a n n e r o f in v esti­ 
gation, th ere can be no room for th e exercise o t 
ju d g m en t as to th e propriety o f th c q u estions 
asked, a u d th e Court is left m erely to d ire c t 
th a t th e p leasu re of th e C om m issioners in th e 
lin e o f th e ir in q u iries be carried out. 
B ut if it 
w as ex p ected th a t th e Court, w hen its aid is in ­ 
voked, should ex am in e th c subject o f th e in ­ 
qu iries to see th e ir ch aracter, so as to be able to 
d eterm in e tlie propriety an d persistency o f th e 
questions, an d th e propriety a n d necessity o t 
producing th e books, jiajiers a n d d o cu m en ts 
asked for before th e C om m ission, th en it w ould 
be called u p o n to exercise advisory functions in 
an a d m in istrativ e o r political proceeding o r 
th e exercise of ju d ic ia l p o w e r; if th e form er, 
th ey eau u o t he invested in th e C o u rt: if th e 
la tte r, th e pow er can only lie exercised in th e 
cases o r controversies en u m erated in th e Con­ 
stitu tio n , o r in cases o f hab eas corpus. 


A PROVISION OF TH E ACT VOID.

Very true. 
But the New Yorkers were 
very differently situated from our guards­ 
men. 
They had hut a short distance to 
march ; the roads arc fine; they had bag- 
gage-trains and admirable camp equipage; 
the State of New Y'ork supplies them with 
money in plenty and pays the men a small 
per diem ; they went into a camp perma­ 
nently located, admirably appointed and 
provided by the State for all its m ilitia or­ 
ganizations. IIow is it in California? The 
allowance is sm a ll; the regiments must go 
a long distance to find proper camping- 
places; they are compelled, in order to 
get the necessary means, to ask the com­ 
munity near which the encampment is 
held to pay one-fourth of their expenses; 
their camp equipage is inadequate, dilapi­ 
dated, and indeed wholly unfit. 
T he men 
get no pay hut must sacrifice their tim e 
and l>ear a good portion of the 
the encampment. 
In 
short, California 
gives hut little encouragement to her citi­ 
zen soldiery compared to the generous aid 
New Y'ork extends to hers, and the extra­ 
ordinary pains she takes to conserve the 
best interests of the m ilitia and keep it 
u]K>n a plane of high excellence. 
W hen 
California does as she should, establishes a 
jK'rmanent encampment ground, provides 
baggage-trains and ample camp equipage, 
and gives the men enough to pay for shoe 
leather, and something for the time they 
give to the State, the National (iuard of 
California will march as far and do as 
much in learning the duties of field, camp 
and road as that of New Y'ork. 


EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 


C hanges in th e H igh School Courses— 
R esolution s o f R esp ect, 
• 
The City Board of Education met last 
evening, all the members present except 
Director Hopkins, who is absent from the 
city. 
/ DirectX Slater, ot the Furniture and Sup­ 
ply Committee, said he h id just completed 
a tour of inspection of ail the school build­ 
ings, and tound a half-dozen stoves that 
would have to be replaced with new ones. 
He also recommended the varnishing of 
the furniture in the school building at 
Twenty-fourth and N. 
His report was 
adopted and he was authorized to proceed 
in accordance with his report. 
Director Davis, Chairman of the Building 
and Repair Committee, stated that ne was 
having all the school-rooms repaired and 
calcimined. H e suggested that fifty loads 
of dirt be hauled upon the lot at Twenty- 
fourth and N. He recommended also that 
the wainscoting iu the High School build­ 
ing be varnished. The report was received 
and the committee authorized to proceed in 
accordance with the suggestions made. 
Director Erlewine, Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Course of Study, made the fol­ 
lowing report on course of study in the 
High School: 
Scholars of ordinary ability can complete anv 
one cf these courses of study in three 
providing they are studious and regular 
leudance. 
Scholars, however, who^are not in vigorous 
health should not attempt to complete the work 
in less than four years. Such scholars should 
cuter as "lour year student'." The I'riucipal 
could then arrange the studies so that a proper 
proportion of the work would 1* done each 
year. 
Not a few scholars leave the first grade anx 
ious to attend another year, but tumble or un­ 
willing to take a full oourse in the High School 
Such scholars can enter the school, arranging 
with the Principal to take those studies of the 
regular courses that will be most serviceable. 
Special scholars must be regular in atteud- 
ance, and must make satisfactory daily recita­ 
tions, or they will not be retained in the school.

The W inters Tract Sold for $100,- 
OOO—An Increased D em and— 
V alues 
Advancing. 


The advance in real estate prices and the 
rush to secure bargains, which was com­ 
menced in this city last week, opened with 
renewed vigor yesterday morning, and the 
real estate offices and sidewalks in front of 
them were crowded all day yesterday. As 
fast as property was offered lor sale those 
purchasing options were ready with their 
deposits, and there was a scramble to see 
who could secure the best bargains, while 
those paying all cash launched out the 
money as fast as property which suited 
their fancy was put up. The buyers were 
far in excess of sellers. The boom came 
upon Sacramento unexpectedly; the real 
estate agents were not loaded with prop­ 
erty, and since land has taken such an up­ 
ward tendency those heretofore desirous of 
disposing of their lands have either with­ 
drawn them entirely from sale or run them 
up to prices far beyond anything hereto­ 
fore heard of in this section. While hun­ 
dreds of small sales were made there was 
but 
ONE SALE OK $100,000. 
The Theodore Winters farm of 1,000 
acres, located several miles south of this 
city, was sold for $100,000 cash, the pur­ 
chasers being Frederick Cox, George C. 
Perkins, X. D. Rideout and others. This 
was not an option sale, neither is it one of 
speculation, for it is not to he resold. Mr. 
Winters was paid $25,000 in cash to bind 
the bargain, and is to receive the balance 
on makiDg the deed. 
The number of small huyera upon the 
street yesterday was astonishing. Every­ 
man in town was endeavoring to make of 
himself a real esAte agent, and every indi­ 
vidual who owned a piece of unimproved 
property was asked to name his price. No 
matter what he asked, there was some one 
ready to take it and put up $10, $20 and, in 
some instances, $250, to bind the bargain. 
Many of these were quickly disposed of at 
a good profit, and in some instances the 
property changed hands 
several times. 
Even the Indies were out with their “ pin 
money,” and several of them proved very 
successful “ optionists,” two of them clean­ 
ing up yesterday over $100.

A Proposed Cable-Street Car Line—A 
M arket Established. 
Ten o’clock yesterday morning found all 
the City Trustees in their places, ready for 
the transaction of business. They were all 
smiling and discussing the boom,evidently 
proud of their position of City Fathers, 
since the boom has struck the realty and 
sent prices “ hnmping," as one remarked, in 
every direction. Their smiles, however, 
faded somewhat when two numerously- 
signed petitions were presented, protesting 
against the grading and graveling of H and 
O streets. Mayor Gregory did not read the 
names of the Silurians who stand in the 
way of local progress, but satisfied himself 
with pointing out the signatures of a few 
"prom inent” 
citizens, 
remarking, 
“ I 
should not think they would sign a docu­ 
ment like this.” The petitions were re­ 
fera! to the Street Commissioner without 
further comment. A couple of gentlemen 
appeared to speak for the O-street remon­ 
strance, but the document received such a 
” cold reception ” that they said not a 
word, but, taking their hats, quietly wended 
their way back toward their residences, per­ 
fectly willing to live up to their knees in 
mud all winter. 


VERY L IK E A ROOM. 
If the Board felt ruffled at the bad taste, 
“ penny wise and pound-foolish ” remon­ 
strances referred to, they were highly elated 
at what followed close upon its heels. 
It had been rumored upon the streets for 
several days that the Board would be asked 
to grant a franchise for the construction of 
a cable street railway. R. T. Devlin, who 
has been one to the fore in bringing about 
the appreciation of real estate values, ap­ 
peared before - the Board as an attorney 
representing those who desired such a 
privilege. 
He said that this city was 
greatly in need of such an enterprise; the 
growth and extension of the city made it 
at once a profitable investment, and the 
parties whom he represented 
proposed 
commencing its construction immediately. 
He had careiully prepared an ordinance 
conforming with the statutes, which he 
asked the Board to pass. He represented 
A. Abbott, E. K. Alsip and L. L. Lewis. 
The ordinance covering the scheme grants 
to the company the right to conduct the 
road for a period of fifty years—having 
either a single or double railroad track, 
with all necessary and convenient tracks for 
curves, switches, turnouts, appurtenances 
and appendages over and along the follow­ 
ing streets: 
ROUTE OF THE ROAD. 
Commencing at a point or place on Third 
street, extending at or near where said 
Third street extended meets the land 
owned or held or used by the Southern 
Pacitic Railroad Company,"for depot pur­ 
poses, and running thence along said Third 
street extended out thence along Third 
street to J ; along J street to Ninth; along 
Ninth street to N street; along N street to 
Twenty-eighth street; along Twenty-eighth 
to the southern boundary of Y street or 
the southern boundary line of said city of 
Sacramento. Also, commencing at the in­ 
tersection of J street with Ninth street and 
thence along J street to the eastern bound­ 
ary line of Thirty-first street, or the eastern 
boundary of Sacramento City, or on any 
portion of. said streets. Also, commencing 
at the intersection of Ninth and N streets, 
and along Ninth street to Y street; and 
along Y street to the eastern boundary line 
of Thirty-first street. 


CONDITIONS OF THE GRANT. 
The grant of authority will be made 
upon the following conditions: 
1. The tracks must be constructed, as 
neatly as possible, in the middle of the 
street. 
2. The grantees must plank, pave or 
macadamize the entire length of the street 
between the rails, and for two feet on each 
side thereof, and between the tracks, and 
keep the same constantly in repair. 
3. The tracks must not be more than five 
feet wide within the rails, and must have a 
space between them sufficient to allow tlie 
cars to pass each other freely. 
4. The rates of fare must not exceed ten 
cents for one fare, nor twenty-five cents for 
four fares. 
5. The rate of speed must not be greater 
than eight miles per hour. 
6. The work on said railway must be 
commenced within sixty days from the 
date of this ordinance, and the same 
must be completed within three years 
thereafter. 
The Trustees were highly pleased -with 
this scheme, and each one said he was in 
favor of granting the franchise asked. 
However, they would refer it, as was the 
custom with all ordinances, to ihe City At­ 
torney for his approval. They told Mr. 
Devlin that his clients could proceed with 
their work, as the delay was simply a 
matter of form, and the ordinance would 
be passed at the next regular meeting, or 
it it was desired earlier, a special meeting 
would be called for its consideration. 
Chief Engineer of the Water-works Will­ 
iams reported that during the past week 
39,611.000 gallons of 
water had been 
pumped from Ihe Sacramento river, which 
is now remarkably clear, into the water- 
mains of the city. 
Jacob Gebhert was given permission to 
erect hay-scales on the east side of Twenti­ 
eth street, between O and P. 
An ordinance was passed establishing a 
hay market on the public square bounded 
by P, Q, Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets. It 
will be found in full among new advertise­ 
ments this morning. 
A. F. Goddard, proprietor of the hay- 
scales at the Plaza, appeared before the 
Board and was of the opinion that the city 
should pay him $250 for the removal of his 
scales. The Trustees laughed at his propo­ 
sition, and passed an order requiring him 
to moves his scales within six days. 


Road Sprinkling. 
E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : At a meeting held 
on Saturday evening, August 27th, at Wm. 
Curtis’, by the Lower Stockton Road Im­ 
provement Committee, it was decided to 
appoint a committee to solicit further sub­ 
scriptions for the purpose of extending the 
sprinkling of the road, it being the inten­ 
tion of the committee to spare neither 
time nor expense until they round up and 
sprinkle the road to the Six-mile House. 
It was also decided to give the sides of the 
zoad a coat of straw, and thus assist the 
grand boom that now furnishes the chief 
topic of conversation, and also add to the 
comfort of citizens and the many thousands 
of land and home-seekers that now throng 
our public highways. All interested are 
expected to contribute liberally.

J u d g e Sawyer*» C o n c u r r ir é O p in io n . 
Judge Sawydr read a concurring opinion, 
nearly as long * s that of Juslkn Field, of which 
th e follow ing's a n ab stract: 
1 fully concur in the rew riting of the Circuit 
Justice and the conclusions reached, but I deem 
it proper te'present some farther views in sup­ 
port of our decision. 
It Is netv-sary to ud>1<—stand the exact legal 
relation or the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
to the United States in-order to correctly appre­ 
ciate the constitutional powers of Congresi and 
of Hie Commission e 'tin g under its authority 
over };. The Central l’acitic Railroad Oompairy 
Is a -private corporation, created and existing 
nnd r the laws of the State of California. It de- 
rioed none of its comorate faculties or franchises 
from the United States. It is in no way subject 
V the control or »aws of the United States, ex- 
j -jp t so far as it is subject to regulation, as an 
A instrum ent of foreign or interstate commerce, 
i or its authorit- to establish post roads or its 
war powers, iii pursuance of the constitutional 
provisions on the subject, or such regulation as 
!« iruthorized by the term s of the contract found 
in the Acts ef Congress o f 1862 and 1864, ac­ 
cepted by the railroad com pany as a contract. 
The Central Pacific Railroad Company is sim ­ 
ply an artificial person, created with certain fac­ 
ulties by the sitateof California am i stands in re­ 
lation to the United States, w ithin the scope of 
its faculties, in precisely the same situation as a 
natural person under like circumstances. The 
United States has no more at»d no lets power 
over it than it wonld have over a natural person 
in the same situation. 
The contract m ight as 
well have I s e n m ade with a natural pci son as 
w ith a coiporation. 
Had the grantee under the 
Acts of Congress been a natural person instead 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company, ac­ 
cepting the term s of the contract tendered by 
the Act, and constructing the road and perform­ 
ing the conditions of the contract, the rights of 
the United States would have been precisely 
such as they are now w ith respect to the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company—no more and no 
less. Since all the conditions of the contract on 
the part of the Central l ’aeiflc Railroad Com­ 
pany have been fully jierformed in all respects, 
so far us thev are rciiuired to be performed for 
that purpose," the title to the lands granted has 
fully vested, and the Government bonds having 
been delivered, the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company has become the absolute owirer of the 
road and all its appurtenances, together with 
the lands granted and bonds issued, subject 
only to the mortgage to secure the paym ent of 
the bonds issued by itself, and the lieu ol the 
Government to secure Its advances, in all re­ 
spects in the same m anner and to the same ex­ 
tent us if it were a natural person similurly situ­ 
ated. The United States has no farther control 
over or interest in said lands or Ixmds. 
It is consequently a m attero fu o legal concern 
to the United Slates w hat disposition the com­ 
pany made of the lands or bonds, and they have 
no right to inquire into the m atter of their dis- 
jiosition, in any other mode, or under any other 
circum stances, than they could have, had the 
corporation been a natural person. 
The relation o f the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company to the United States therelore, under 
the contract as r. contract, is now simply 
that of debtor and creditor, w ith certain cove­ 
nants lor service on its completed road, still to 
be la-rformed by the latter with the debt, and 
perform ance of those covenants, secured by cer­ 
tain specific liens upon portions of property of 
the debtor. They stand upon an equal fooling 
as contractors, and upon the same footing as 
debtor and creditor as if the indebtedness, obli­ 
gations and securities existed betweén two 
natural persons. This is clearly the result, as 
established by the Supreme Court ill the sink­ 
ing fund cases, which has, by a divided Court, 
extended the power of Congress further in that 
direction th an any other, as it seems to us, and 
to Hie utm ost admissible lim it. 
THE P.EI.ATION8 OF T1IE FABTIEs. 
Having ascertained the relations of the parties 
to each other to l>e that of contractors—that of 
debtor and creditor—by contract, simply in the 
same sense as if both were natural persons and 
private citizens, the question arises as to what 
authority Congress lias, through Commissioners 
appointed by it, to investigate the private affairs 
of a mere contract debtor and ascertain w hat 
he has done with his own money, or what he 
proposes to do w ith it—w hether he is m aking 
judicious investm ents of his money or not—as 
bearing upon his probability to pay his debt, 
some years in the future, w hen it shall have 
m atured ? 
Mr. Justice Field well said in the Sinking 
Fund cases: “ WheD, therefore, the Government 
of the United States entered into the contract 
with the Central Pacific Railroad Company, it 
could no more than a private corporation, or a 
private individual, finally construe and deter­ 
m ine the extent of the com pany's rights and 
liabilities. II it had cause of com plaint against 
the company it could not undertake itself by 
legislative decree to redress the grievances, but 
was compelled to seek redress, as all other civil 
Corporations arc compelled, through the judicial 
tribunals. 
If the company was wasting its 
property, of w hich no allegation is made, or 
im pairing the security of the Government, the 
BL-medy by suit was ample. To declare that one 
of two contracting parties is entitled, under the 
contract between them, to the paym ent of a 
greater sum than is adm itted to be payable, or 
tp other or greater security than that given, is 
ant a legislative function. 
It is judicial action; 
t is the exercise of judicial power—and allsuch 
power, w ith respect to any transaction urising 
tui icr the laws of the United states,-is vested by 
the Constitution in the Courts of the country. ’ 
19!* U. 8., 759-60; see also authorities cited.) 
' 
J do not understand tliut this doctrine is ques­ 
tioned bv the majority of the Court. They only 
lUller as"to its applicability ill that particular 
e»se. I do not understand that the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company is charged w ith a violu- 
tien of any of the term s of its contract, unless it 
b« claim ed th at it has failed to pay over the lull 
am ount of percentage required by the contract 
oftlie net earnings of the road. If it has failed 
in lh is m atter it is not a m atter of any legal eon- 
cotu to the Government w hat the com pany has 
done 
w ith 
its 
own. If it lias 
failed 
in 
thfc 
particular, 
and 
there 
is 
reason 
for sustaining an action, the proper mode 
of 
procedure 
for 
ascertaining 
the truth 
and eniorcing the obligation,if violated, is to in- 
titutc a suit alleging the facts, and having an 
investigation in due course of judical inquiry 
and ajiidgm ent for any am ount w ithheld. If the 
f i ll am ount has not been paid over, it matters 
not to the Government how the balance due has 
b eai expended. The com pany is liable like any 
other debtor upon a contract,and not otherwise. 
But ii it be desirable to trace it, and subject the 
specific fund to the uses contem plated, hu<1 
tiiotc

grounds for so doing. 
theC onrts are the proper tribunals in which 
to leffect that object. 
So, also, if there 
be

of the Commissioners are m erely m inisterial 
and the Commission cannot involve Court 
power to compel witnesses to testify as to their 
private business. It was held th a t the m atter of 
inquiry as to certain accounts had been adjusted, 
as between the railroad com pany and the Gov­ 
ernm ent. T hat being the case, w hat interest 
has the United States to m ake the inquiry 
sought ? The inquiry w as characterized as tr.at 
of idle inquiry. To establish the right to triake 
inquiry into private affairs, where would, such 
inquiry end? The learned Judge fu’dy con­ 
curred in the opinions expressed h,y Justice 
Field and Judge Sawyer.
